since February. 1914, when it touched 
11 below zero. The recording appar- 
atus on the roof of the Federal build- 
ins showed 1 below this morning, but 
the cold seemed to interiors with the 
delicate machinery and that figure was 
later ^corrected by the bureau to a 
minimum of four.

—A cord of hard wood is twice 33 
good as a ton of coal in the opin- 
ion of Paul D. Kneeland. assistant 
state forester, 
who is also super- 


viser of coal grades used in Massa- 
chusetts. 
In 
an 
interview 
today 


the supervisor said that a cord of 
wood costs no more than a ton of 
a.nthracite and the heating value is 
twice as great. 
He said that he 


would 
strongly 
advise householders 


to use hard wood in these days of 
coal shortage. 


Moreover, Mr. Kneeland says that 


usa.ge of that form of fuel will re- 
sult in a saving of money for tho 
householders because of tho 
elim- 


ination of heat waste. 
This waste 


has always existed because coal was 
used in furnaces 
in heating 
, rooms 


which did not need heat. 
A sub- 


stantial amount 
of money will he 


saved, lie says, if the families will 
restrict its heat to kitchens and sit- 
ting rooms during this shortage. 


"By using wood for heating pur- 


poses, the householder will find that 
there is absolutely no waste in the 
substance itself," 
he 
pointed 
out 


"But 
in 
burning 
coal a material 


amount goes into the ash barrel in 
the form of 
clinkers 
and 
ashes. 


Wood can be. burned in the kitchen 
stove 
for almost a 
week 
at 
a 


stretch 
before 
enough 
ashes have 


collected to necessitate their remov- 
al. 
Wood is used up to the last 


cent's worth." 


The forestry' department's 
expert 


declared also that experiments have 
shown.that there is a decided waste 
of fuel in the starting and burning 
out of coal 
fires.

Monday. 


Bradford was manual training in 


structor at the school and occupied a 
cottage on the school grounds near the 
shore of .Lake Winnisquam. Jle ha< 
complained of being melancholy an< 
home sick and, to cheer him, Mjss 
Richards, head teacher of the school 
Miss Elizabeth Suess, assistant ma- 
tron, and Miss 
Dorothy 
Davis, 
teacher, went to his cottage on June 
28 to take supper with him. 
Late that night Bradford paddled 


in his canoe two miles a.cross the lake 
to this town and gave himself up to 
the police. On bis way to the police 
station he called Dr. Benjamin W. Ba- 
ker, superintendent of the school, 01 
the telephone and told him to go dowti 
to tie cottage. Dr. Baker found Miss 
Richards dead and Miss Suess and 
Miss Davis severely injured. 


During the 
investigation 
later, 


Bradford- maintained 
that all the 
events of the night had been effaced 
from his memory- 
Miss Suess and 
Miss Davis, who eventually recovered 
from their wounds, said that after 
supper Bradford tied the three women 
in chairs, telling them he wa.s going- 


teach them a new kind of game, 


and then attacked them with a knife, 
cutting their hair close to their heads 
and beating them with a club. 


The autopsy report said that Misa 
Richards was "choked, strangled and 
throttled," that them

•ounds on her throat, and that she 


had been struck 15 times on the head 
with a blunt instniment- 
The state alleged that the rope with

28.—(By the Associated 
Press)—Gen. Pcrsbing, in an interview 
with correspondents today, said the 
question of prohibiting the sale of all

He explained his recent order prohibit- 
ing the sale of all intoxicants except 
light wine and beer and the conditions 
prevailing: In France which caused it to 
be drawn as it was. 


"The question of prohibitins the sale 
of all intoxicants is under discussion," 
•"aid Gen. PershinF, "but, of course, 
I here ar.i difficulties here in Francs 
Iliat do not exist ill the United States. 
The general order issued Dec. IS was a 
long: step toward the prevention of 
Drinking amons our men. 
"Ft was not by any means intended 
ti. convey an injunction to the Ameri- 
can troops to ririr.k light wine and 
beer, but quite the reverse. 
"H stated only that light wine and 
beer <vou!d be jievmitted and prohibited 
the purchase of and acceptance of sifts 
of whiskey, brandy, champagne or «im- 
beverages.

eold be forbidden American soldiers. It 
U the eame regulation made la Franco 
by the British army and by the French. 
"Although I am heartily in favor of 
prohibition for the American expedi- 
tionary force the situation in France 
and the United States is not the same.

If the fault Is carbon, the ap- 
plication of a mixture of kerosene and 
ammonia poured into the engine while 
the engine is hot will loosen the de- 
posit and improve the condition of the 
engine, but if the valves have warped 
it may necessitate the fitting of new 
valves.

dent of The Associated Press shows tho 
tctal of squadrons in the. service to be 
even higher than it was at the mobil- 
ization in 1314. 
Chan gey. however, 


hj.ve been introduced in l.hfi mounte-1

while the formations have undergoiif- 
considerable variation. 


At present the German army has at 


its disposal no fewer than C-19 snuad- 


rcns of cavalry, comprising: active, re-

landsturta units, but. of these 144 have 
been separated from their horses and 
used 
as 
infa.ntry. 
This figure com- 


pares with 410 squadrons on a peace 
footing-. 


When war began the German cavalry 
v/as at once formed into, eleven divis- 
ions, pach composed of Fix regiments of 
four squadron?- 
Besides these, thero 


were also the bodies of divisional ca.v- 
a-lry attached to the active and reserve 
divisions of infantry. 


Rumania's entry info thn war mad* 
more cavalry formations necessary, and 
the number of organized divisions waa 
at once increased to fourteen. 


The spring- of 1037 saw the end of 
the Rumanian campaign, and with this 
came a. decrease of the divisional for-

to six. while the divisions 
themselves ^vf.re reduced from six'res:- 
iments to four each.

even to comment upon President Wi', 
eon's declaration that "there can be 
no terms with the Hohenzollerns;" 
It 


presents an address to the Kaiser in 
favor of his retirement in the form of 
a dream. 


It is changed times iu Germany when 


any newspaper would print words like 
these, addressed to the Kaiser in op- 
enly advocating his abdication. 


••T>e step which wo humbly recom- 


mend io your majesty need be noth- 
in- more than an act of opportunism, 
calculated more than anything else to 
allav the mistrust that prevails among 
our'enemies—the mistrust which aione 
ci»lavs the conclusion of that peace 
for which every or.a of your majesty's 
subjects is thirsting." 


Certainly this would have been pun- 


ished a.s a rank piece of lese majeste 
in "the recent past, but at present it 
probably Toices the enlightened senti- 
ments of tho German people in regard 
to ths Kaiser's responsibility for pro- 


' longins the disastrous war. 


Indeed it is already -well understood 


that the allies, would gladly enter into 
negotiations with the German people 
for a generous peace if the Kaiser 
and his clan were remove-'] from the 
throne ef Germany. 


The Kaiser may see the handwrit- 


ing 311 the -wall in giving out his over- 
tures for peace -which, however, are 
not likely to be considered by the 
allies.

He hat 
complained' of being melancholy anc 
home sick and, to cheer him, Miss 
Richards, head teacher of the school 
Miss Elizabeth Suess, assistant ma- 
tron, and 'Miss 
Dorothy 
Davis,

'teacher, went to his cottage on June 
28 to take supper with him. 
Late iha.t night Bradford padaleo 


in his canoe two miles across the lake 
lo this town and gave himself up to 
the police. On his way to tho police 
station he called Dr. Benjamin W. Ba- 
her, superintendent of the school, on 
the telephone and told him to go down 
<o the cottage. Dr. Baker found Miss 
Richards' dead and Miss Suess and 
Miss Davis severely injured.

He explained his recent order prohibit- 
ing? the sale of ail intoxicants except 
liBht wine and beer and the conditions 
prevailing in Prance which caused it to 
be drawn as it 'was. 


"The question of prohibiting the sale 
of all intoxicants is under discussion," 
raid Gen. Pershing. "but, 
of 
course, 
there are difficulties here in Prance 
-nhat do not exist in the United StatM. 
The general order Issued Dec. 18 was a. 


•• long step toward the prevention of 
crinkiner among our men. 
"It was not by any means intended 
to convey an injunction to the Ameri- 
troops to drink light wine and 
, but quite the reverse. 
It stated only that light wine and 
beer would be permitted and prohibited 
the purchase of and acceptance of gifts 
of whiskey, brandy, champagne or «im- 
Har beverages. 
It ordered that all 
drinking places where such articles are 


sold be forbidden American soldiers, ft 
is the same regulation made in Prance 
by the British army and by the French. 
"Although 1 am heartily In favor of 
prohibition for the American expedi- 
tionary force the situation in France 
and thn United States is not ilia same. 
Comparatively few French people drink 
water as we do, they drink wine in- 
stead. 
This is partly because 
the 
French water svipply is not as pure as 
ours. 
French wine Is light and much 
less intoxicating than 
is generally 
supposed. 
Obviously there are obsta- 
cles to forbidding wins shops in the 
zone of the army to do business at all. 
which practically is what the French 
would have to do. 
"The same order which forbade sol- 
diers taking strong drink contained tho 
most rigid regulations to prevent, the 
spread of the .social diseases. Thus far 
the record of the army in both respects 
has been most excellent. It Is a testi- 
monial to the high character- of 
the 
American soldier."

which has just reached the correspon- 
dent of The Associated Press shows tho 
trial of squadrons in the service to bg 
even higher than It was at the mobil- 


tion in 1014. 
Changes, 
however, 


hj_ve been introduced in the mounte-i 
arm of the service by which some of 
the squadrons temporarily have been 
Dismounted and utilized 
as 
infantry, 


while the formations have undeigon*1- 
considerable variation. 


At present the German army has at 
Is disposal no fewer than 649 squad 


rons of cavalry, comprising active, re- 
serve, 
mobile ersatz, 
landwehr and 


landslurm units, but of these 144 ha.ve 
-been separated from their horses and 
vsed 
as 
infantry. 
This figure com- 
pares with 410 squadrons on a peaco 
footing. 


When war began the German cavalry 
was at once formed into eleven divis- 
ions, each composed of six regiments of 
four squadrons. 
Besides these, there, 
were also the bodies of divisional cav- 
alry attached to the active and reserve 
divisions of infantry. 


Rumania's entry into the war made 
more cavalry formations necessary a.nrl 
the number of organized divisions wax 
at once increased to fourteen. 


The spring of IfllT saw the end ot 


the Rumanian campaipn. and with this

FRENCH FRONT, 
Dec. — German 


soldiers from some 
of 
the towns of 


Prussia are sent 
to tho front under 


armed guard "as criminals are led to 
the executioner," says a letter found 
on a dead German soldier, who was 
killed in a recent battle on the French 
front- 
Tho writer had given a vivid 


description of tho scene at the depart- 
ure of a detachment of reinforcements 
from Saarlouis, a town in Rhenish 
Prussia. The recruits were intended to 
fill tho gaps in a battalion which had 
suffered heavy losses. The writer uays; 


"The first battalion 
Is 
ordered 
to 


furnish a reinforcing detachment of 90 
men. 
To, escort them to the Saarlouis 
station 300 men have been ordered out, 
some 
of 
them with arms to march 


alongside the men going off and other., 
to act as pickets on the way to thc| 
station.' Tho men were all ready in the 
afternoon and had to wait sonic time 
for another sauad of comrades from 
tie 1st company of convalescents, who 
eventually arrived, 
"What a scene! 
Ahead marched n. 


squad of guards and to right ana left 
of each filo two armed guards, whilo 
another sauad of guards brought up 
the rear to guard these German sol- 
diers—our brave soldiers in field-gray 
who, according 
to tho magnificently 


phrased stories of tho newspapers, dash 
forward full of joy and sustained by 
love of fatherland to destroy our ene- 
mies. 
"The detachment moved off with a 
band playing a march. 
The guards 


were so numerous that there was one 
for every two me.n of the departing de- 
tachment. Is it. not a scaii'lal that our 
children In field-gray should b» led to 
war to fight and shed their blood in 
tho same way as criminals are led to 
the executioner or. still, worse, like 
cattle to the slaughterhouse? 
It wa.s 


not suilicicnt that for hours 
before- 


hand—in fact from the moment of tho 
announcement of the departure r;T tho. 
detachment—even soldiers who did not 
belong to it were prevented from goiiur 
into the town by^entinels posted every 
live yards. No, it was considered nec- 
essary to submit the men to the shame 
of marching to the depot under guard. 


"Do not the magnificent mendacious 


articles in our papers represent In a 
false light our brave boys in lield-S'ray 
going to fight and destroy the enemy 
for tho lovo of the fatherland, 
while 


such things as these aro happening. 
Verily it is A voluntary sacrifice!" 


Twin brothers in Scotland enlisted, 


in tho same company anil were sent to- 
gether to Franco. In an attack both 
wore shot through tho left .'inkle at 
tho same time, (he bullets in both 
cases lodging in the right foot.

men were brought to England together 
and arc in a hospital on adjoining cots.

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LIGHT BREAKING ON GERMANY 


Judging from extracts from the Ger- 


man press just made public, it seems 
the newspapers are much bolder than 
formerly. One recently published a 
sermon by a clergyman criticizing th< 
aristocracy for piling new burdens up- 
on the people and then establishing 
missions to induce them to bear the 
extortions with Christian patience. The 
government is criticized for permitting 
such conditions. The aristocracy is 
reminded of the French, revolution and 
the retribution that may come,to them 
in equally swift and terrible form. 


In another paper a prominent writer 


encourages the gospel of hatred in 
the following terms:. 


"Lot us be wise. Tiet us pray'daily 


to the Demon of Wrath, let us turn 
theory into practice, let us inspire the 
whole of our people with virile ha tree 
of the enemy, so that every man, every 
woman, every lisping school child shall 
burn with ardour to do something di- 
rectly er indirectly to demonstrate 
what hatred really can be it it be made 
truly national. 
. . -. 
"Nothing has been so wanting in the 


history, of the German, nation as the 
demon 
of 
vindictiveness. .Nothing 


could be more essential today than the 
cultivation of such a spirit. Germany 
has nothing more to hope for 
from 
gentleness. Let us, then, show 
tho 
world that if need be we shall be the 
.willing disciples of the genius 
o£ 


wrath." 
. 


There is no need of such a gospel in 


Germany as the "Hymn of Hate" is 
now the national anthem.and the fa- 
vorite prayers. "God Strata England," 
"God Strafe America." 


At least one newspaper has dared 


even to comment upon President Wil- 
son's declaration that, "there , can be 
no terms with the Hohenzollerns." 
It 


presents an address, to the Kaiser in 
favor of his retirement in the form of 
a dream. 


It is changed times in Germany when 


any newspaper would print words like 
these addressed to the Kaiser in op- 
enly advocating his abdication. 


"Ti;e step which we humbly recom- 


mend to your majesty need be noth- 
ing more than an act of opportunism, 
calculated more than anything else to 
allay the mistrust that prevails among 
our enemies—the mistrust which alone 
delays the conclusion of that peace 
for which, every one of your majesty's 
subjects is thirsting." 


Certainly this would have been pun- 


ished as a rank piece of lese majeste 
in 'the recent past, but at present it 
probably voices the enlightened senti- 
ments of the German people in regard 
to the Kaiser's responsibility for pro- 
longing the disastrous 
war. 


Indeed it if already well understood 


that i!i: ::lli»n would gladly enter into 
neifoifrii''": 
<> with the German people 


for a guuerous peace if the Kaiser 
and his clan were removed from the 
throne of Germany. 


The Kaiser may see the handwrit- 


ing- on ths wall in giving out his over- 
tures for peace which, however, are 
not likely to be considered by the 
allies. 


GERMAN PEACE OVERTURES 
So vagne and indefinite are the peace 


terms put forward by Germany that 
they will .not be considered by the en- 
tente allies except to be 'jtunmarily 
rejected. 
The Bolshevik! have se- 


cured ten days' recess in which fo 
bring the peace offer officially to the 
'attention of each of RcEsia's allies. 


-• Germany wants a general peace but 


failing in that she will put the screws 
on Russia. 
The only hope of Russia 


at ths present honr lies fa the patriot- 
ism and Intelligence of the Ukrainians 
and the Cossacks in the soiiQrwestem 
portion of Russia, th* most fertile 
part it the entire country. 
These 


peoples have no faith fa tbe ability or 
the honesty of the Bolshevist and re- 
gard them as playing into the hands 
of the enemy at every point 
The 


Ukrainians are determined to defend 
their own frontier regardless of any ac- 
tion the Bolsheviki may take. 
They 


control a considerable portion of the 
railroads and the coal supply together 
with a portion of the Black Sea fleet so 
that they are in a position to defy the 
marauders at Petrograd. 
The Bol- 


sheviki may bo overthrown before it 
has time to consummate its betrayal of 
the nation to Germany. 


sovereign 600 mils, a florin one-tenth 
of a pound, a half florin or shilling 
one twentieth of a pound or 50 mils, 
and half a shilling or what is now 
sixpence would be equal to 25 mils.

they don't care much 1o know more 
about sugar. 
What they want is to 


get a little more than they' have been 
retting for the past few months. They 
do not believe the supply should be 
sent abroad to an extent that will de- 
prive -a large portion of our population 
of any sugar. 
The lack of sugar is 


one cause of illness and even death 
among children under two years old. 


OBJECT TO MOTOR TAX 


The autoists of the state are up in 


rtrms against the proposed state tax 
of $5 on every motor vehicle in the 
state and to increase the fee for oper- 
ating from 52 to. $5, 
At present the 


auto owners pay a personal property 
tax on their cars, another tax for reg- 
stration, and a third as a government 
war tax. '• These taxes it is claimed 
should be sufficient 
without adding 


any other, particularly if the latter is 
not necessary as a war measure. The 
auto men are paying high war taxes 
>ut object to be made to bear more 
ban their share of the necessary tax 
burdens.
